The fire demon was out on a lark last 
night and in its &olio licked up one of 
Fort Wayne's great industries, 
the 
famous. Centlivre breweiy. 


At pr^isely 9 o'clock smoke was seen 
arising in dense clouds north of the city 
and a few minutes later a livid glare lit 
up the sky, telling its own stoiy of a 
raging conflagration. 


Simultaneoasly with the outburst of 
the flames came the telephone message 
to Chief Hilbrecht at the Second ward 
engine house from Mr. Charles Cent- 
livre, jr. : "Come quick! our brewery is 
burning!" 


The clang! clang! of the fire bell was 
mingled with the confasion of hurrying 
feet and exclamations on all sides. 


When the Second ward and Seventh 
ward departments arrived on the scene 
the frame portion of the breweiy lying 
south, including Louis' boat house and 
the bottling room were 


BEXONB SAVING. 
The firemen directed their attention 
to the brick portion, which is, in fact, 
the brewery proper for there is whero 
the beer is brewed and stored. Not- 
withstanding the herculean efforts of 
Chief Hilbrecht and his men the flames 
crept onward with persistency until a 
sudden glow of light from within told 
only too surely what would follow. 


Hardly five minutes had elapsed since 
the brick building caught fire until 
from every window and a p e r t ^ in the 
four stories there shot out tongues of 
flame from the seething, hissing mass 
within. It was certain then that the 


BBEWEBT WAS DOOMED. 


As the multitude of several thousand 
were viewing the majestic sight of 
this immense conflagration, the noise of

rent the air. It proved to be a lot 
of 
dynamite, 
and 
the 
force of 
the 
explosion 
sent 
debris flying 
through 
the air in all directions, 
pieces striking and injuring three per- 
sons spoken of elsewhere. 


The flre pursued its course until all 
that remains to tell the tale are the 
blackened walls and a heap of ashes. 
The brewery is a mass of ruins as com- 
plete as it was in the power of flames to 
make it. 


THE OBIOIN. 
"I was sitting out in front of the 
brewery," said Mr. Chas. Centlivre, jr., 
'when suddenly, about 9:15 o'clock, a 
light flashed up from the boat house. I 
saw at once it was a fire and summoned 
the men, not neglecting to call the fire 
department. But the flames came so 
quickly that we were mere straws before 
it. Faster than I can tell you the flames 
enveloped the boat house and bottling 
works. The fire seemed to come up 
with fearful faiy and it ran towards the 
main building like a flash. I never saw 
anything like it and cannot attempt to 
describe, f jr we gave our last efforts to 
saving a^ the books and accounts and 
happily we got everything of this char- 
acter safely out, so that we Imow just 
where we stand." 


*'I cannot tell you how the fire start- 
ed," continued Mr. Centlivre, "for no 
boats were out, because of the high 
flood, and there was no occasion for a 
fire anywhere. It might have started 
in the bottling works, but that is im- 
probable, so that we cannot form any 
better idea than you of the origin of the 
fire." 


THE IIOSS AND INBITBANOB. 


Mr.' C. L. Centlivre, who was at De- 
troit at the time of the fire, was ap- 
prised of the conflagration last night, 
and 'he arrived home this morning. 
Like his two sons, Louis and diaries, 
he took the matter in quite an undis- 
turbed manner. 
When seen by a SEN- 
mmij reporter he was not prepared to 
say 
much. Mr. 
Charles Centlivre 
thought the loss would reach into very 
high figures, probably $100,000. 


On the brewery and bottling works 
t h e y carried only ¿2,400, placed 
A. 
H. Carrier, as follows: Queen, $6.000, 
Commercial Union, $8,000, City of Lon 
don, $8,600, Hamburg and Bremen, 
$3,900, Conneotiont 
and 
Hartford, 
$8,500, Anglo Nevada, $2,500. 


The machinery and h^h-priced accea- 
floriea of a breweiy are all damaged be- 
yond possible use. 
Of the 8,000 banrela 
of beer stored away a small portion will 
be fit for use.

Bon-in-Iaw, Mr. John B. Beuss, who is 
now in France. The bucdnees has been 
greatly increased since the reorganiza- 
tion and money was qpent freely to put 
the brewery on a level with the beat in 
the country. 


It is understood that a syndicate of 
English capitalists offered a big price 
for the plant recently, but this Mr. 
Louis Centlivre denied at the time the 
statement was given through a news- 
paper. 


THIS MOBNINO. 


A SBNTINEII reporter went to the ruins 
this morning. 
A crowd of several 
hundred people hoyered about the place 
and gazed on the smouldering debris 
witíi an expression akin to awe. 


Mr. Henry Kintz, the engineer, was 
seen busily working, although he had 
been up all night. It was 
Eintz 
who first discovered the fire. He lo- 
cated it in the sec(Mid fioor of the bottl- 
ing works and said tiiat had the fire 
pumps at the brewery been in proper 
shape the blaze could perhaps have been 
extinguished. 


Several wagons were being loaded 
with kegs of beer which had not been 
spoiled and these were taken to Hake's 
building, on Wells street. The custom- 
ers of the breweiy will be supplied with 
beer saved from the fire for a few days. 


Mr. Louis Centlivre telegraphed to 
Chicago this morning for a supply. He 
said, further, 


"wBwnjj Bunj)." 


The Centlivres are energetic, aud, al- 
though their loss is a heavy one. THE 
SENTINXL wiU predict that they will 
erect on the site of the ruins more pre- 
tentious buildings than ever. 
They 
have an extended trade, which reaches 
many cities out of Fort Wayne. 


HITBTATTHB FIBE. 


By the dynamite explosion at the 
breweiy Mr. Alexander Dounigs had his 
frightfully mangled. He is the sup- 
port of a widowed mother, at the comer 
of Wells and Third streets. 


Charles Noll, son of a butcher at 109 
Barthold street, and Chas. Younkers 
were also injured. 


The men were taken to the St. Joe 
hospital, where Dr. Dinnen attends 
them. At noon to-day the left leg of 
Dounig's was amputated below the 
knee. 


NOTES. 


The steamer "Amelia" was saved. 
The Bifies were on the scene last 
night. 


The water was procured from an arti- 
ficial lake near by. 


There are about forty employes at the 
Centlivre brewery. 


One of the summer street cars of the 
Centlivre line was consumed. 


Mr. John L. Hanna, the amateur pho- 
tographer, was on the scene taking 
views. 


The residence of Mr. C. L. Centlivre 
caught fire several times, but was saved 
by the department. 


Half a hundred carriages blocked up 
the highway this morning. A runaway 
and a sma^ed carriage was one of the 
results. 


An ammonia tank exploded but did 
not cause smy injuries. The explosion, 
which injured three men, was from a 
box of dynamite cartridges, which were 
stored in the bottling department and 
which had been used for stump bliut- 
ing. 


Mr. Centlivre explained the reason for 
not canying a heavier insurance. There 
are fire pumps and plenty of hose in the 
eng^e room, and it was supposed that 
wi^ all these precautions and so many 
employes about the place that there was 
no liUihood of such a fire as last night. 


The fire department was called again 
this morning to put out a fire that was 
raging fiercely in the tank room, the 
only remaining building, which was 
only partially consumed last 
night. 
Under the cement floor in this room are 
fifteen or twenty large casks full of beer, 
each one with a capacity of fifty barrels. 
The department is striving to-day to 
save this beer. Several thousand filled 
barrels on the upper fioors were spoiled 
and the beer was let bnt into the river 
to-day.

LONDON, July 17.—London is throw ^ 
into a fennent of tenor this miwning 
over the dreadful <nime which was com- 
mitted last night and which promises 
from its a{^Q«mnoe to be the first mur- 
der of Jack the Ripper's second series. 


This mysterious and fiendish indi- 
vidual has, according to his promise to 
kill twenty White Chapel women, sev- 
eral more murders to perform, and there 
is little doubt that last night's perform- 
ance is some of his handiwork. 


The victim killed in Castle alley. 
White Chapel, last night, was, like the 
rest of the Bipper's subjects, an aban- 
doned woman. She was middle aged. 
Her throat was cut through to the spine. 
The clothing was thrown back, exposing 
the abdomen, and several 
horrible 
gashes had l ^ n 
made across 
the 
stomach. The intestines, however, were 
not exposed and no portion of the body 
is missing, as was usually the case witli 
the other murders of this description. 
Blood was still flowing from the body 
and the body was warm when it was 
found. 


Since the last murder in White Chapel 
several exta» policemen have been sta- 
tioned in the district and some of them 
have been placed within a hundred 
yards of the very spot where last night's 
murder was committed. More than this, 
an officer, who, with a watchman em- 
ployed to watch a large warehouse near 
by, must have been within a few yards 
of the murderer when he struck his vic- 
tim, did not hear tmy noise whatever of 
a suspicious nature. 


An old clay pipe, smeared with blood, 
which was found lying beside the 
murdered woman, is the only clue the 
police possess, and it is quite possible 
that the pipe belonged to the victim 
herself. 


Several arrests have been made of 
suspicious persons, but the prisoners 
have all been discharged. As usual, the 
polioe are as much in the dark as are 
the public and are working up every 
possible clue. 


They have placed a cordon around 
the immediate district and are search- 
ing houses, alleys and eveiy place which 
suggests itself as the hiding place of the 
murderer. 


The newspapers unanimously declare 
that the work is that of Jack the Bip- 
per, and call upon Commissioner Mon- 
roe, of the metropolitan police, to do 
better work in this case than was done 
by his predecessor. Sir Charles War- 
ren.
